Grayling City and Township 
officials have given their prelim- 
inary approval to a group seek- 
_ing to establish a military muse- 
um in the community. 

The Grayling City Council on 
Monday agreed to enter into 
negotiations with the Michigan 
Museum of Military Transport 
Foundation and Grayling 
Township for the possible lease 
of the former fire station. 

The fire station is jointly 
owned by the township and city 
and was vacated when the new 
fire department was opened last 
year, 

The Michigan Museum of 
Military Transport Foundation, 
which was founded in 1995, is 
seeking to lease the former fire 
station to start a museum where 
military vehicles and memora- 
bilia would be displayed 

Brian Morrison, a Boyne City 
resident and president of the 
board of trustees for the foun- 
dation, believes that the prospect 
is ideal for the miliary museum 
since the fire station is located 
near the American Legion. The 
foundation includes between 
100 to 150 members.

Jim and Donna Carmean of 
Grayling, who also attend the 
Michelson Memorial United 
Methodist Church, also recently 
went on trip to Mississippi. 

Donna Carmean said it is stag- 
gering to see the devastation 
caused by the hurricanes. 

“Tt looks just like a bomb went 
off — there is stuff everywhere,” 
she said. 

Although UMCOR is based 
out of the Methodist Church, 
Donna Carmean said volunteers 
from other church denomina- 
tions are among the brigade of 
people from across the country 
who come to help hurricane vic- 
tims. 

“They’re easily identifiable 
because they are all covered with 
drywall dust and paint,” she said. 

Jim Carmean, a retired roofing 
contractor, helped supervise 
roofing jobs and did drywall 
work. 

“When you leave down there 
and a full grown man hugs you 
and cries, you know you've done 
some good,” Jim said. 

In October, Fick, the owner of 
Fick and Sons, Inc., donated fuel 
and a truck and trdiler used to 
carry 9,700 relief kits, which are 
made up of health and beauty

Tires at salvage 
yards to be 
removed with 
DEQ funds

Thousands of scrap tires will 
be rolling out of Crawford 
County this year. 

Grayling and Beaver Creek 
Townships received a $18,750 
Department of Environmental 
Quality (DEQ) grant to help 
fund the Grayling area’s ongo- 
ing scrap tire removal initiative. 

Beaver Creek Township 
Supervisor Lee Riley and 
Grayling Township Supervisor 
Terry Wright coordinated the 
Crawford County Scrap Tire 
Cleanup project two years ago. 
The annual program, which will 
be held on Saturday, June 17, 
allows business owners and citi- 
zens to get rid of scrap tires they 
have in storage or on their prop- 
erty. 

Scrap tires serve as a breeding 
ground for -disease carrying 
mosquitoes, create a fire hazard, 
can contaminate the soil and 
groundwater when they break 
down and are just plain unsight- 
ly, Wright said. 

For the last two years, hun- 
dreds of tires have been 
removed from Weaver's Repair 
and Recycling Yard, a salvage 
yard located off of County Road

612 in Maple Forest Township.

a dent in the tires that we have in 
the county, and now the state 
grant will help do the rest of the 
job,” Wright said. 

The tires will be removed and 
taken to a plant in White Pigeon, 
where they will be shredded to 
be used as fuel for electrical gen- 
eration plants. 

About 12,000 tires have been 
removed from Crawford County 
in the last two — years. 
Weyerhaeuser donated $3,000 in 
grants for the project and 
employees also volunteered for 
the scrap tire collection. AJD 
Forest Products lent a semi-trac- 
tor trailer and equipment for the 
project, and Waste Management 
donated roll-off dumpsters 
which were used to collect tires 
in outlying areas of the county. 
The Crawford County 
Commissioners contributed 
environmental grant funds to the 
project, which is also supported 
by the City of Grayling and five 
townships in Crawford County, 

Riley said he was inspired to 
start the scrap tire program when 
a resident who had purchased 
land in Beaver Township discov- 
ered there was hundreds of scrap 
tires on his property, which had 
been covered by snow when they 
purchased the land. 

“There are a lot of people and 
a lot of resources that come 
together to make the scrap tires 
program happen,” Riley said, 

The DEQ funds will heip 
clean up more than 3.8 million 
scrap tires from sites across the 
state. The grant stipulates that 
the tires must be removed and 
processed by Aug. 31, 2006.

Former vet pleads to attempted larceny

A former Grayling vetermari- 
an who took pain drugs used to 
treat sick animals entered into a 
plea bargain agreement last 
week. 

Brian James Dawson II plead- 
ed guilty to attempted larceny in 
a building, a two-year felony 
charge, in Crawford County 
Circuit Court on Friday. Dawson 
pleaded to the charge in 
exchange for two counts of lar- 
ceny in a building, charges 
which carry a penalty of four 
years in prison and a $5,000 fine, 
would be dropped by Crawford 
County Prosecutor John Huss. 

Detectives from the Strike 
Investigative Narcotics Group 
(STING) arrested Dawson, who 
had been working at the 
Grayling Hospital for Animals, 
on Oct. 21. 

Detectives began investigating 
Dawson after Dr. Paul Mesack, 
the owner of the Graying 
Hospital for Animals, became 
suspicious that controlled sub- 
stances used to treat animals 
undergoing surgery were being 


tampered with. 

According to 
Department of Communjty 
Health’s Bureau of Health 
Professions Board of Veterinary 
Medicine Disciplinary records, 
Mesack began noticing large 
amounts of controlled  sub- 
stances missing in August. 
Mesack was ordering medication 
more frequently. He also noticed 
that animals were not responding 
to pre-operative medications as 
they shoukl, Dawson began 
working at the clinic in August. 

Dawson is accused of using 
Bupernex ~ a narcotic analgesic 
used on cats in smal] amounts, 
which is a controlled substance, 
Police recorded Dawson remov- 
ing the drug from vials at the 
clinic using a surveillance video. 

Dawson told 46th Trial Circuit 
Court Judge Dennis Murphy chat 
he has been taking the drug for 
his own use during this plea 
hearing. 

Employces at the clinic also 
observed that Dawson would 
close the door to the room where 
narcotics were stored at the clin- 
ic, when other veterinarians

would normally prop the door of 
the room open with their foot 
while obtaining the medications. 
Employees also said they 
noticed Dawson placing a num- 
ber of syringes in his pockets, 
which was not a common prac- 
tice, and he exhibited abnormal 
behavior. 

Finally, veterinary technictans 
are trained to take animals out- 
side after receiving preoperative 
medications to see how they 
respond. Dawson sent techni- 
cians back into clinic, which pre- 
vented them from being able to 
report the effects of the preoper- 
ative medications upon the ani- 
mals, 

The Department of 
Community Health issued an 
order suspending Dawson's 
license to practice medicine in 
the State of Michigan on Dec. 5. 
Officials, however, set the order 
aside on Dec. 19 after learning 
that Dawson had entered into a 
monitoring agreement with the 
Health Professional Recovery 
Program. 

Dawson is scheduled to be 
sentenced on Thursday, March 9,

Efforts to beat 
‘consumer fraud | 


Sheriff Wakefield of Crawford 
County is supportive of efforts 
by the Attorney General's office 
to beat consumer fraud. The 
Attorney General has recently 
released “Ten Tips for Beating 
Consumer Fraud in Michigan,” 
an educational brochure that pro- 
vides answers to questions from 
the consumer protection hotline. 

One of the Attorney General’s 
tips for beating consumer fraud 
is tO pay attention at the check- 
out. State law requires that most 
items on store shelves be clearly 
marked with a price tag. 

The /tem Pricing Bill of Rights 
guatantees Michigan citizens 
that if an automatic checkout 
system or scanner charges you 
more than the marked price of an 
item and 1) the transaction has 
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been completed and 2) you have 
a receipt indicating the item pur- 
chased and the price charged for 
it, then you must notify the sell- 


‘er that you were overcharged 


within 30 days of the transac- 
tion, either in person or in writ- 
ing. 

Within two days of receiving 
the notice, the seller may choose 
to refund you the difference 
between the amount charged and 
the price marked plus a bonus of 
ten times the difference (up to 
$5).

While recently reading the 
February 2, 2006 issue of the 
Avalanche, I came across an arti- 
cle regarding Medicare coverage 
for outpatient rehabilitation ser- 
vices and found this to be mis- 
leading and inaccurate, 
Kourtney Cingano, Director of 
Mercy Rehab Services, was 
quoted as saying “unless you go 
to a hospital-affiliated physical 
rehab department after the first 
$1740 per patient, per year, the 
patient will be required to pay 
for all additional services.” My 
wife works for an excellent out 
patient therapy practice and | 
know that this is simply not true. 

President Bush has recently 
signed into law a bill allowing 
Medicare beneficiaries to receive 
benefits for therapy beyond the 
$1740 cap if medically neces- 
sary. Also, many secondary 
insurances cover therapy when 
Medicare denies payment. The 
article implies that if a patient 
does not go to a hospital affiliat- 
ed outpatient clinic they may be 
at risk for charges that exceed 
the limit unknowingly.

People stand without excuse 
under God’s wrath because they 
refused to know Him through 
His creation. They also stand 
condemned without excuse 
because they refused to know 
God, worship Him, and be grate- 
ful to Him. “Because that, when 
they knew God, they glortfied 
him not as God, neither were 
thankful.” (Rom 1:21a). 

Thirdly, they stand without 
excuse under God’s wrath 
because they brought about their 
own inward corruption, They 
changed their concepts within 
their own heads and_ hearts. 
They “....became vain in their 
imaginations, and their foolish 
heart was darkened.” (Rom, 
1:21b). They replaced God’s 
truth with vain, wicked, idola- 
trous imaginations. They 
replaced God’s light with 
obscured darkness within. God 
commands us in 2 Cor. 10:5 to 
be, “Casting down imaginations, 
and every high thing that exalteth 
itself against the knowledge of 
God, and bringing into captivity 
every thought to the obedience 
of Christ.” 

Not only did they change their 
inward concepts within their 
own hearts and heads, they also 
changed their confession in

Romans 1:22a: — “‘Professing 
themselves to be wise...” They 
became wise in their own conceit 
as stated in Pro.

8:9 warned 
us: “The wise men are ashamed, 
they are dismayed and taken: lo, 
they have rejected the word of 
the LORD; and what wisdom is 
in them?” 

Finally, they changed not only 
their inward concepts, and out- 
ward confession, but also their 
individual character as stated in 
Rom, 1:22b: “....They became 
fools.” The word fools is trans- 
lated from the Greek word 
Moraino which means to 
become insipid or dull rather 
than bright. Moraino comes 
from the root word Moros from 
which we get our English word 
Moron. The term is sometimes 
used by referring to one as a 
blockhead, stupid, or absurd. 
When one denies God’s creation 
of human beings in His own 
image, one destroys within the 
logical ability to reason consis- 
tently and explain systematically 
the revealed facts of God within 
our universe. This is why in 
Psalm 14:1 and 53:1 that such 
persons are called tools before 
God: “The fool hath said in his

heart, There is no God.. 

This deliberate inner change 
of human concepts, confession, 
and character enables pagans to 
logically justify their presuppo- 
sitional concepts of God in 
Romans {:23: “23And changed 
the glory of the uncorruptible 
God into an image made like to 
corruptible man, and to birds, 
and fourfooted beasts, and creep- 
ing things.” If you alter God’s 
truth, God alters your mind 
allowing you to become a fool.

Grayling City officials are 
leveraging jobs being added in 
the community to help pay for 
infrastructure improvements. 
The city is applying for a 
$799,855 Community 
Development Block — grant 
through the Michigan Economic 
Development Corporation to 
help pay for water and sewer 
extensions and road improve- 
ments in the Graying Industrial 
Park. The city is providing a 
$88,932 match for the grant.

Snowmobile tour postponed until 2007 


A legislative snowmobile tour 
scheduled to begin in early 
January has been postponed until 
next winter due to the demands of 
legislative session and an uncer- 
tain weather outlook for the 
remainder of the season. 

State Senators Jason Allen and 
Tony Stamas were planning to 
head out on_ the _ third 
"Snowmobile the North" tour in 
early January, but unfortunately, 
unseasonably warm temperatures 
combined with substantial rainfall 
melted a great deal of snow, creat- 
ed impassable snowmobile trails. 
An aggressive legislative agenda 
for this spring will prevent the trip 
from being rescheduled. 

"Iam sorely disappointed,” 
said Allen, R-Traverse City. 
"After a great start, winter 
tourism has really taken a hit this 


year with the rain and above nor- 
mal temperatures. Though we 
may have had some snow recent- 
ly, it is still too early to tell if it 
will stay on the trail which makes 
planning even an abbreviated 
weekend ride very difficult. Now 
with the legislative focus on job 
creation and the start of budget 
hearings, we are at a point where 
schedules constantly conflict, 
forcing us to postpone until next 
year." 

The tour was scheduled to 
begin and end in Grayling and 
would have traveled both the 
Upper and Lower Peninsulas. 

"The warm weather hit at an 
extremely unfortunate time," said 
Stamas, R-Midland. "Businesses 
all across northern Michigan rely 
heavily on the dollars spent by 
snowmobile enthusiasts. I was 


really looking forward to taking 
this trip and highlighting just how 
important winter recreation is in 
Michigan." 

Planned stops for the tour 
included Gaylord, Lewiston, 
Atlanta, Onaway, Cheboygan, 
Mackinaw City, St. Ignace, 
Cedarville, Pickford, Kinross, 
Sault Ste. Marie, Paradise, 
Alanson, and Indian River. 

"I am definitely disappointed 
that we had to put off the trek 
until 2007," said Bill Manson, 


executive director of the 
Michigan © Snowmobile 
Association. "With Michigan's 


winter tourism industry taking 
such a large hit right now, we 
were really hoping to use the ride 
to highlight, educate and remind 
folks on the importance of winter 
tourism, the excitement of snow- 


mobiling, and to get out and enjoy 
it because the winter season isn't 
over yet." 

Michigan has more than 6,000 
miles of groomed trails offering 
exciting terrain of forest and field 
to both residents and visitors. 
With almost 400,000 registered 
snowmobiles, contributing more 
than $1 billion to the state's econ- 
omy every year, safe and respon- 
sible driving is essential for every 
enthusiast on a sled. 

"We still want to do what we
